Lincoln's election. 
As part owner of 


The Conservative, 
a reM-hot Radical 


paper, he 
got considerable 
notoriety, 


and at tbe commencement 
of the war 


be was 
active in driving Democrats 


out of Kansas. 
In 
18G1 he shot the 


editor 
of 
the 
Enquirer, 
Satterlee, 


in 
the 
back 
aud 
killed 
him, 


and 
afterwards 
headed 
a 
mob 


which threw the material *ot the pa- 
per into the Missouri river, and for 
which tbe city of Leavenworth 
after- 
wards paid on a judgment $10,000. He 
helped to raise the noted 7'h Kansas 
cavalry, of jayhawking 
fame, with 


Jennison 
as Lieut. 
Colonel, but be- 


came so obnoxious 
by bis tyrannical 


abuse of the men that he dare not stay 
with the regiment, and was in 
1862 


sent 
Uy Gen. Thomas 
Ewing, Jr., in 


irons to Fort Leavenworth, 
and 
dis- 


missed the service, but afterwards had 
his disabilities removed. 
In 1863 by 


the help of Federal 
bayonets 
he was 


elected Muyor of Leavenworth, 
at the 


same time holding 
the office of Post- 


mastei, 
Out ha 
1(50-1 was badly defeated 


for re-election, 
ami came 
uear liming 


his life in attempting to close 
the 


polls. 
In 1865, 1868 and 
1870 he was 


again 
defeated for Muyor, but in 1872 


wus elected, 
there 
being no 
Demo- 


cratic 
candidate. 
From 
1870 to 1872, 


he was chairman 
of the Republican 


State Central Committee. 
Iv 1866, he 


had a street affray with Jennison, his 
former 
lieutenant 
colonel, 
shooting 


him in the thigh and then running 
away. 
In 
1873, while he was in the 


office of Mayor, he was elected to the 
Legislature, 
aud 
in 
1874, just before 


he left the Mayor's 
office, was 
ap- 


pointed 
Postmaster, 
which office he 
still holds, unless 
relieved 
by death. 


During his eventful 
life, he has made 


no friends, and has only been tolerated 
because 
he had control of a newspaper 


and was feared. 
He was constantly 


deserting faithful friends and trying 
to make 
terms with bitter enemies. 


He advocated all the political rascality 
of Jim Lane, Sidney Clarke, General 
Blunt and Senator 
Pomeroy; 
was 
a 


Graut elector iv 1868, aud 
yet was 


totally unreliable as a party man. 
He 


wus a beau-ideul 
office-holder, and if 


he dies, will be followed to his grave 
by a large concourse 
of grateful Kan- 


sans; but if he lives, they will regard 
his recovery as another 
judgment on 


the Republican 
party, as well as an 


infliction on the State.
